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FEDERAL COURT SENTENCES 
CONVICTED FUEL OFFICIALS. 


Two Men Given Year and Half Tach 
in San Quentin Prison—Third Gets 
Twelve Months in Jail. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 19.—The three 
officialg of the Western Fuel company who 
were recently convicted of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the federal government were sen- 
tenced tonight by Judge Maurice T. Dooling 
of the United States District court in this 
city. . 

James B. Smith, vice president and general 
manager, was sentenced to serve one and a 
half years in San Quentin and to pay a fine 
of $5,000. 

Fred GC. Mills, superintendent, was also 
sentenced te one and a half years in San 
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the instrument in order to be presented to 
the states for adoption must be passed by a 
vote of two-thirds of each house.

Real Victory for Women. 

In spite of the result, it must be admitted, 
even by those opposed to woman suffrage, 
that the national association which repre- 
sents the cause achieved a victory of sig- 
nificant importance. This is the second time 
a woman suffrage amendment has been voted 


upon in the senate. On the first oocasion, in 


1887, it was defeated with 16 votes in the 


being absent. 

A comparison of the vote today with that 
of twenty-seven years ago shows the tre- 
mendous strides this movement has made. It 
is evident now that the handwriting is on the 
wall and that the day is not far distant when 
there will be equal suffrage throughout the 
nation. 


Offers New Amendment Draft. 
In order to keep congress busy on the sub- 
ject the congressional committee of the Na- 
tional association, the head of which is Mrs. 
Medill McCormick of Chicago, has arranged 
for the introduction tomorrow of another 
amendment as follows: 

Section 1. Whenever any number of legal 
voters of any state, to a number exceed- 
ing 5 per centum of the number of legal 
voters voting at the last preceding gen- 
eral election heid in such state, shall pe- 
tition for the submission to the legal 
voters of said state of the question 
whether women ehall have equal rights 
with men in respect to voting at all elec- 
tions to be held in such state, such ques- 
tion shall be so submitted, and if, upon 
such submission, a majority of the legal 
voters of the state voting on the ques- 
tion shall vote in favor of granting te 
women such equal rights, the same shall 
thereupon be deemed established, any- 
thing in the constitution or laws of such 
state to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Defeat Had Been Forecast. 

The defeat of the Chamberlain resolution 
has been forecast by polls made of the sen- 
ate. At first the Republicans contemplated 
putting the Democrats in a political hole by 
voting practically as a unit for the Chamber- 
lain resolution. These tactics were aban- 
doned and the opponents of the measure an- 
ticipated they would have a majority in their 
favor. 

The result today, therefore, with the suf- 
fragists in the majority, is a great surprise 
and haigiven tremendous encouragement to 
Mrs. McCormick and her co-workers here. 
These representatives of the National asso- 
ciation have been working under a disad- 
vantage since the congressional union, which 
the association refused to receive as an aux- 
iliary body, had been zealously laboring to 
prevent a.vote on the resolution. Its oppo-

PARDON-TO MAN 
GIVES BABY NAME 


Convict Goes from Prison to 
Atone for Wrong Done to 
Girl Mother. 


MARRIED BY CHAPLAIN, 


Chester, III., March 19.—[Special.]—To 
Charies A. Kimsey, a convict in the south- 
ern Illinois state penitentiary, and Miss Cora 
M. Calvert of Sand Ridge, III., were given 
a chance today to start life anew, to make 
for themselves a home, and to give their 
baby a name. 

Kimsey, who three years ago was sen- 
tenced to thirty years in prison for a wrong 
done to Miss Calvert, a child of 13 years, to- 
day received a pardon from Gov. Dunne. 
Within an hour or two after the pardon 
was received at the penitentiary Kimsey and 
Miss Calvert were married in the warden’s 
house. The ceremony was attended by rela- 
tives and by several members of the state 
board of pardons. 

Kimsey's release and the marriage came 
as the result of the girl mother’s plea to 
the pardon board and Gov. Dunne to give 
her babe a name and a father’s care. 


Gov. Dunne Explains Pardon. 
In granting the pardon Gov. Dunne in 


Springfield issued the following statement: 

„% 1 have this day commuted the sentence 
of a convict who was convicted of an atro- 
cious crime. The crime was committed by 
an adult man with the consent of a female 
child incapable of giving legal consent under 
the law. 

„What justification have I for commuting 
this sentence and giving this man his lib- 
erty? Every justification from the stan- 
dards which appeal to a human heart tinged 
with human sympathy. 

“Ag the result of thie crime a babe has 
been born which for three years has borne 
upon its brow the brand of illegitimacy. An 
innocent minded girl for the same long period 
has borne a blasted reputation. Throughout 
these th years of ignominy to the giri, 
whose reputation has been blasted, and of 
criminality to the man whose reputation 
has been ruined and whose liberty has been 
taken away from him, this man and girl have 
preserved an affection for each other which 
must be, and is, more than lustful. 


Tells of Oouple’s Pleas. 

“She, with the consent of her nearest rela- 
tives, and the man in the penitentiary have 
jointly appealed to me to permit them to 
become man and wife; to have the iron bars 
of a penitentiary which have separated them 
go long torn apart; to permit them to be mar. 
ried under the laws of the state; to found a 
home; to legitimize their child, and to bo- 
oom respectable members of society. 

“To refuse this appeal from them, their 
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sentence I follow the : 
wisely and justly the diseretion 
by the laws of the land.“ | 

The girl mother’s story, which led Gov. 
Dunne to exercise clemency, is something as 
follows: In 1908 Miss Calvert, then 11 years 
old and an orphan, was taken by Kimsey's 
mother to rear. The family lived on a farm 
near Sand Ridge. Kimsey, a justice of the 
peace and a Sunday school worker, was the 
only man in the family. | 

When the girl was nearly 13 years old the | 
baby was born. Kimsey was convicted ofa 
statutory offense and sentenced to prison. 

After the marriage ceremony in the prison 
today Kimsey and his bride departed for 
Murphysboro. They will begin life anew 
with Kimsey’s aged mother on the Sand 
Ridge farm. 


IOWAN MAKES MAIDEN SPEECH; 
HOUSE HEARS EULOGY ON STATE

PARIS, March 19.—The principal develop- 
ment of the day in connection with the Cal- 
mette tragedy was the resignation of Ernest 
Monis from the ministry of marine.

Night Event Brilliant. 
MAGNET FOR FOREIGNERS. 


Costumes Are Gay but Not Shocking; 
Crowd Puts End to Dancing. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, March 20, 3:30 a. m.—The rain yea- 
terday, which ruined the Mi Careme festival, 
forced the unlucky queen of queens to drive 
in the procession in a closed carriage instead 
of a magnificent car and the luckless vendors 
of confetti to offer confetti at 4 instead ot the 
regulation 10 cents a package without any 
buyers, and which turned the same confett' 
into particularly offensive mud, had no effect 
on the revival last night of the famous bals 
de Opera, which were so notable under the 
empire. 

The ball proved to be a magnificent success 
and a true revival of the old time fétes for, 
as under the empire, a mob filled the crowded 
floor while the society people gazed on from 
the boxes. Dancing was impossible by mid- 
night, the crowd being too dense to permit 
the dancers to move. The much boomed 
bridge, Which was supposed to be similar 
to the one in Sumurun,“ proved to be e 
small affair and merely useful for entering 
ene maln floor. 18 


Fancy Costumes; Not Too Bad. 

There were costumes of every kind, but 
none of them would have shocked Anthony 
Comstock. 

The gayety was desultory until 8 o’clock in 
the morning, when there were signs of things 
becoming more lively. It was notable that 
the crowd consisted mostly of foreigners 
who had gone presumably to see a French 
masked ball. Nevertheless the opera was 
crowded. 

It was impossible for any one except box- 
holders to find a seat except before a table 
where champagne was the only bdverage al- 
lowed. 

The part of extracting contributions for 
charity for which the ball was theoretically 
given was brought to a high point of perfec- 
tion. Men in ordinary evening dress were 
only allowed to enter if they bought a bunch 
of red or yellow ribbons for a dollar which 
were worth intrinsically about 10 cents. A 
useless program could be bought for any- 
thing from 10 franes up. 


Thirsty Pay High Toll. 

A persistent investigator, who discovered a 
small bar where drinks other than cham- 
pagne were served, found that all drinks sold 
for 40 cents. Nevertheless, the sight from 
the stage towards the crowded, brilliant 
house repaid one for attending.

Crawford, South Dakota; Cummins, Iowa; 
Penrose, Pennsylvania; Smith, Michigan; 
Warren, Wyoming. 

Against the resolution—- Democrats: Clark, 
Arkansas: Culberson, Texas; Fletcher, Flori- 
da; Hitchcock, Nebraska; O'Gorman, New 
York; Robinson, Arkansas; Saulsbury, Dela- 
ware; Simmons, North Carolina; and Stone, 
Missouri. Republicans: Colt, Rhode Island; 
Fall, New Mexico; Lippitt, Rhode Island; 
Root, New York. 

An analysis of the vote shows that three 
southern senators supported the resolution. 
Prior to this vote the senate had disposed of 
two substitutes offered by Senators Varda- 
man and Williams of Mississippi, both of 
which had in view the restriction of suffrage 
to persons of white blood. 

The practical effect of these amendments, 
if adopted, would have been to repéal the 
fifteenth amendment to the constitution, pre- 
scribing that the right of citizens to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged on account of 
race, color, or previous condition of servi- 


tude. 


Victory, Mrs. McCormick Says. 

The National American Woman Suffrage 
association scores a victory,” Mrs. Medill 
McCormick, chairman of the congressional 
committee, asserted, commenting on the vote 
in the senate. “ For the first time in fifty 
years the women of America demonstrated 
their impression upon the United States sen- 
ate, as shown by a majority vote today upon 
the question of nation-wide suffrage for 
women. 

It is noteworthy that a majority of the 
senators in the United States registered them- 
selves in favor of national suffrage for wom- 
en. The two weeks’ discussion of this mo- 
meritous question in the senate has demon- 
strated beyond all doubt that more than two- 
thirds of the members are suffragists. 

** Suffrage sentiment in the senate is strong 
enough to warrant us in renewing our efforts 
to secure national legislation, and the amend- 
ment proposed by Senator Shafroth of Colo- 
rado will meet many of the objections raised 
during the debate and the cause of suffrage 
will be far advanced if we can secure favor- 
able action on this resolution during the prea- 
ent session.” 


WOMEN WANT HOLIDAY. 

New York, March 19.—The National Wom- 
an Suffrage association appealed to Presi- 
dent Wilson today to establish the first Sat- 
urday in May of each year as Woman's In- 
dependence day.“ 

“In this spirit of loyalty to a true demoo- 
racy, Mr. President,.“ Dr. Anna Shaw, presi- 
dent of the association, wrote, the executive

Wilder Was Not Suicide.

RESULT OF POST-MORTEM. 


Said Wounds Could Not Have Been 
Self-Inflicted; Grand Jury Case? 


Lexington. Ky., March 19.—[Special. I The 
mystery surrounding thedeath of Mrs. Laura 
Wilder Simpson, formerly of Chicago, took 
on a more sinister aspect today when W. H. 
Oakley, a member of one of the coroner’s 
juries which heard the evidence in the case, 
asserted that murder is the only explana- 
tion. 

Mr. Oakley is supported in his contention 
by C. M. Mathews, another member of the 
jury, and by the post-mortem examination 
of physicians. Although the post-mortem 
findings have not been made public, it is per- 
sistently rumored that because of the nature 


of the bullet wounds in her head it is believed 


they could not have been self-inflicted. 
Simpson himself began the latest agitation 
over the mystery. He asked that a special 
grand jury be appointed to investigate the 
case in order that he might be definitely 
cleared of suspicion, but Judge Kerr refused 
on the ground that evidence was insuffi- 
cient. It may be brought before the next 
seasion of the regular grand jury, however. 


BODY OF MAN POUND IN BOX. 


Janitor of West Madison Street Flat 
Makes Strange Discovery on 
Third Floor Porch. 


The body of a man, believed to be that of 
George Cheatham, 40 years old, was found 
yesterday in a coal box on a porch in the 
rear of a vacant third floor flat at 1906 West 
Madison street by the janitor. There were 
no marks of violence and the police think 
Cheatham had been sleeping in the box re- 
cently and died from starvation. The box 
was not fastened.

Men Punch and Swear, Women 
Scream Until Police Put an 
End to Fray. 


New York, March 19.—[(Specia!.|—“ Wild 
Joe” Carroll, leader of a band of about 160 
grimy and turbulent I. W. W.“ s who had 
marched from Rutgers square up to Cooper 
union to attend a meeting of the Socialis* 
party, ran unbidden to the front of the stage 
at 10:20 o’clock tonight and struck an atti- 
ture of heroism. 

He shook out a black mop of uncombed 
hair. He thrust forward a hand guiltiess of 
recent clearsing. He opened his mouth as 
though to utter some bomblike message,

Britain, France, and Belgium. The Mexican 
government's contention that the franchise 
has expired is denied by the company, which 
fears confiscation.

Promoter Emery, Who Adver- 
tises Much, Says Scheme 
Is Purely Speculative. 


GUARANTEES NO PROFITS. 


He Has Some Claims and Asks 
Small Investors of Chicago 
to Furnish Cash. 


“It is purely speculative. I guarantee 
nothing and don’t care to do business with 
any one who is afraid to take a chance.” 

This is the policy of Frederick C. Emery, 
active head of the Mexico Consolidated Mines 
and Development company, a $50,000,000 cor- 
poration, whose capitalization or assets, he 
admits, consists of “twenty claims and 
prospects, but no cash.“ He is now in Chi- 
cago trying to get funds for the treasury by 
offering stock at $5 a share, in blocks of 
five shares, the minimum quantity sold. 

The promotion of Mexican mining prop- 
ositions has been reviving for some two 
weeks or more, the promoters not being 
possessed of President Wilson's policy of 
“ watchful waiting.“ They don't intend, ap- 
parently, to wait even until the chaotic con- 
ditions in Mexico are toned down. They are 
willing even now to accept the small inves- 
tors’ cash. 


Emery Explains Legal Troubles. 

Mr. Emery is not new in Mexican mining 
affairs. In an interview with a TRIBUNE 
reporter he was asked concerning different 
suits that have been brought against him. 
He appeared a bit confused, and a receiver- 
ship proceeding that now is pending against 
him in the federal court at Preenix, Ariz., 
seemed to have slipped from his memory. 

Mr. Emery, however, recovered his poise 
when the reporter referred to an indictment 
charging conspiracy to defraud that was re- 
turned against “ the man from Chicago and 
Mexico —as hé advertises himself-by the 
federal grand jury in Indianapolis five years 
ago. He “expiained "’ that he was the vie- 
tim of “spiritualists and fortune tellers” 
who have been trying to ruin him. 

When the reporter revealed his knowledge 
of the fact that one Chicagoan recently re- 
quired the services of a lawyer to collect an 
old debt Emery said the creditor was a 
‘‘pblackmailer.’’ In trying to stave off set- 
tlement of this claim Emery is alleged to 
have said, “I had to borrow $1,000 to come 
to Chicago for this advertising campaign.” 


Business Appears to Pay Well. 

But if any one is trying to ruin Mr. Emery, 
it is certain he or she is not succeeding. He 
occupies two of the best lake front rooms the 
Congress hotel affords. These are his offices. 
He personally occupies only one, but the 
other is needed for the uniformed flunkey 
who bows youin. Emery and his family are 
living at the Blackstone hotel. 

Now, Mr. Emery is no piker, even if he 
does angle for the $5 a share speculator— 
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the N investor. He buys full page . 

tigsements in newspapers that are willing ke’ 
exploit, Mexican mining stock... The adver-_ 
tisements set forth that Emery hag been 
offered Mexican lands at 30 cents an acre, 
and the public ts urged’ to “hurry with the 


Mr. Emery and hia advertising manager 
admit that their first step in the campaign 
was to lay down this businese in the office 
of Tun Tripunz,” and that THE TRIBUNE 
rejected it as undesirable. Mr. Emery was 
in consultation with one of his advertising 
writers when a reporter entered. 


Questioned About Operations. 
Mr. Emery mistook the reporter for a man 
‘ trom the advertising department. So did 
the advertising writer, and they smiled 
broadly... Their impression was that THE 
TRIBUNE had repented and was ready to take 
the money.” 

But they were quickly disillusionized. 
Here is part of the dialogue that ensued be- 
tween Mr. Emery and the newsgatherer: 

Q.—No, I’m not from the advertising de- 
partment. I came to look into your method 
of doing business. Were you ever in trou- 
ble? 

A.—No, decidedly not; what do you mean? 

Q.—Listen while I read. Stevens’ copper 
handbook says this of you: An indictment 
was returned against Emery, Henry 8.

Act of Heroism Recalled. 

How Lawson saved the lives of nearly a 
dozen crippled children a little more than 
a year ago was told last night by Beverly 
T. White, former associate of Lawson in 
his newspaper work. 

“It was at the time of the land show of 
1912," said White. “Jack Lawson risked 
his life then to save some poor crippled chil- 
dren and he did it without a thought of pos 
sible injury to himself. 

We had as guests that day at the land 
show a dozen crippled children, all from the 
Home for Destitute Crippled Children at 
1658 Park avenue. The children had just 
left the Coliseum and the driver of the bus 
in which they were to be taken back to the 
home was aiding me and the superintendent 
in charge of them in putting them into the 
bus. We had put ten of them in when the 
team ran away, with ten helpless kids all 
alone. The horses ran north in Wabash ave- 
nue and the driver ran after them, but they 
had too good a start for him to overtake 
them. 

Stops Runaway Horses. 

“Jack Lawson was up near Fourteenth 
street and he saw the runaway and saw the 
kids inside. There was a street car coming 


| full speed from the north and to get to the 


team he had to run in front of thecar. It 
didn’t seem possible for any one to do it, but 
Jack didn’t stop, apparently, to think 
whether he could make it or not. He just 
ran across ahead of the car and grabbed the 
bridle of one of the horses and stopped them.

Italian War Vessel Rams Pas- 


senger Launch Near Ven- 
ice; 50 Drowned. 


FIFTEEN ON DECK SAVED. 


Captain of Pleasure Boat Mis- 
judges Speed and Catastro- 
phe Follows. 


VENICE, March 19.—Fifty of the sixty- 
five passengers on a steam launch, most of 
whom were women and children, were 
drowned when a torpedo boat crashed inte 
the pleasure vessel near Lido this evening. 
The launch sank immediately. 

Although many Americans are visiting 
Venice at the present time, it is not believed 
any were aboard the steamer. 

The people on the launch were coming te 
Venice from Lido, a chain of sandy islands 
separating the lagoon of Venice from the 
Adriatic, where a large number of excursion- 
ists had spent the holiday, St. Joseph's day. 

Torpedo Boat’s Speed Misjudged. 

The launch had hardly started when the 


torpedo boat was sighted coming at high 
speed toward the harbor. The captain of 
the launch apparently miscalculated the 
speed and distance and did not alter his 
course, with the result that the torpedo boat 
struck his vessel with terrific force aft. 
The launch sank immediately in deep 
water, taking down all those in the cabin. 
The other fifteen passengers, who were on 
the deck, were picked up from the sea. 
Many boats from warships in the harbor, 
including one from the German cruiser Goe- 
ben, gondolas and other craft rushed to the 
point where the launch had gone down. 


All in Cabin Are Drowned. 

No rescues of those in the cabin were ef- 
fected, although the Italian sailors dived 
many times. 

A score of bodies were recovered late 
tonight. Many people who are still at Lido 
now refuse to return by the pleasure steam- 
ers, and consequently gondolas have deen 
because the names of the victimes are not yet 
known. 

The cardinal patriarch of Venice, who has- 
tened to the scene, gave absolution to the 
drowned. Subsequently he telegraphed an 
account of the disaster to the pope, who re- 
plied by sending his condolences and biess- |

the city authorities. They will make their 


attack as soon as a good chance presents 
itself. 

Apparently the commission is not losing 
any sleep over the prospect. It has or- 
ganized and arranged its work and is going 
ahead with all gails set. To Commissioner 
Shaw, the engineer member, has been aa- 
signed the granting of all permits for switch 
tracks and extensions of railroad and street 
ear tracks; to him also go complaints in 
regard to grade crossings and reports on all 
accidents in which public utility corpora- 
tions are involved. 

All the companies in the state are re- 
quired to make an immediate and detailed 
report of every accident. In case lives are 
lost or there is a large destruction of prop- 
erty the reports must be forwarded by tele- 
graph or telephone and if the accident is 
wufficiently important the whole commission 
will immediately make an investigation. 

— 
O Commissioner Thompson has been 
assigned the legal department, in which 
three attorneys are already at work. This 
department will pass on all applications 
for new franchises and for permission to 
issue stocks, bonds, and other securities, 
which last, however, must be approved by 
the whole board. To Commissioner Yates 
will go all matters referring to the tele- 
phone service and rates all over the state. 
Commissioner Funk has charge of the regu- 
lation of grain warehouses, elevators, and 
the transportation of farm products. Chair- 
man Quan will consider all complaints and 
requests which are not specifically assigned 

to the other members. 

It thus frequently happens that on the 
second and fourth Tuesdays of each month, 
when the commission is in session in Chi- 
cago, there are five separate hearings going 
on at the same time. The commission has 
adopted the policy of making as few rulings 
as possible. Whenever possible it tries to 
arrange a mutually agreeable settlement 
between the parties. Its permanent head- 
quarters are at Springfield, though head- 
quarters in charge of a clerk are always 
open in Chicago.

S a layman reads the law the powers 

of the commission are almost unlim- 
ited. It has just ordered, for instance, a 
railroad company to immediately build a 
new station at Rochelle, Ill. It might, ap- 
parently, fix the rates to be charged by 
taxicabs in Chicago.

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LITERACY TEST 


GETS SENATE O. K. 


Immigration committee Re- 
ports the Burnett Bill 
Favorably. 


MEASURE HELD PERFECT. 


Amendment to Exclude Those 
„able to Insanity“ 
Proposed. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.— The Burnett 
immigration bill, with its literacy test, which 
if finally retained is generally expected to 
cause President Wilson to veto the measure, 
was favorably reported today by the senate 
immigration committee. Various amend- 
ments to the bill as it passed the house had 
been made, but the literacy test clause was 
unchanged. Of that provision the commit- 
tee’s report said: 

“The bill contains one provision intended 
directly to restrict immigration; although 
said provision also, incidentally, is to a cere 
tain extent selective in its operation. The 
‘illiteracy test has been adopted as the best 
device so far suggested for reducing immi- 
gration where it most needs to be reduced.” 

“As now reported,” the report added, 
“it is confidently belicved the measure is 
as nearly ideal in its selective, administra- 
tive, and restrictive features as is possible 
to make such a law in advance of experience 
with the operation of such of its provisions 
as are absolutely new.“ 

Among the amendments proposed by the 
senate committee is one which would exclude 
persons of constitutional psychopathic in- 
feriority.“ which the public health service 
urged as a means of excluding from the 
country those liable to insanity.

Tells What Montessori System May Do. 


. 8. McClure asserted last night at a lec- 
ture in Grace church, La Salle and Locust 
streets, that the adoption of the Montessori 
method of instruction of children will mean 
eventually the elimination of jails, hospitals, 
and reformatories. He spoke about the prog- 
ress of the work and illustrated his lecture 
with moving pictures of Montessori schools 
in Reme. 

“The idea of Dr. Montessori,“ he said, “is 
to give the children full personal liberty to 
the limits of good breeding. They have the 
same liberty that men and women have in 
their homes. They have the freedom that is 
allowed animals and adults. , 

“The worst punishment in the Montessori 
schools is to put a child by himself for a 
while. That is done when he interferes with 
the rights of other children. If children are 
not good under the conditions in these 
schoois they are sick and are taken to a 
physician. 

“The influence of the schools even on the 
parents has been great. The life of one brute 
of a man was entirely changed after he wan- 
dered into the school and saw his 4 year old 
son write. Many of the parents spend less of 
their time in the winerooms on account of the 
interest they have in the education of their 
children. Although the first school was started 
in a district so degraded that the worst slums 
of Chicago would seem elysium in comparison, 
the wealthy families of Rome are demanding 
that their children be taught by the Montes- 
sori method and it is invading the public 
schools as fast as teachers can be found to 
teach it.” 

Mr. McClure said it is wrong to give the 
subnormal children the best of treatment to 
the neglect of the normal children, as he said 
is done so frequently in America.

The 
true situation, it was seid, was not realized 
until the executive committee met and discov- 
ered that the estimated lass of $900,000 was 
based on assessors’ valuation of greatly de- 
preciated property and that the insurance ob- 
tainable represented only about one-fourth of 
the probable cost of restoration. 

Rev. William Lawrence, president 
of the executive committee, said today that 
within a few days he would call the trustees 
together to take some definite action toward 
putting the college immediately into working 
order, but that at present the officers were at 
sea as to what steps to take.

Situation Becomes Grave. 

The refusal of Bonar Law and Sir Edward 
Carson to accept the premier’s proposal in 
regard to Ulster and the latter’s refusal to 
make hig proposals more definite or to agree 
to a referendum has produced, for the time 
being anyway, a situation which, as de- 
scribed by the Unionist papers, looks ex- 
tremely dangerous. 

Belfast is reported to be in a ferment, and it 
is declared that only the smallest spark is 
necessary to set the Orange districts of Ul- 
ster ablaze. The departure of Sir Edward 
Carson for Londonderry and Mr. Moore, 
M. P., for Belfast is ascribed to their recog- 
nition of the danger and the necessity to 
eurb the angry enthusiasm of their followers. 

There should doubtless be a considerable 
discount in interpreting the Unionist predic- 
tions and fulminations, but it is undeniable 
that the whole position is one of extremie ten- 
sion. Reports from Unionist sources in Bel- | 
fast declare that itis certain that the govern- | 
ment is preparing to coerce Ulster by mili- 
tary occupation. 

The movements of certain regiments are 
specified, with other details, including an un- 
confirmed statement that the government 
has secured a camping ground for a large 
force in Hannahstown, on the outskirts of 
Belfast. 


Warrants for Minor Leaders. 

The temper of the Orangemen has been 
further aroused by reports that twenty- 
eight warrants have been issued for the ar- 
rest of minor leaders of the Ulster Unionista, 
and although this and another rumor, that 
Sir Edward Carson and the other big leaders 
are to be arrested, are known to be inaccu- 
rate, it is declared that the list of twenty- 
eight is made out and only awaits an execu- 
tive order. 

The Unionists say that the first arrest will 
start a civil war immediately. 

Winston Churchill's speech at Bradford last 
Saturday, in which among other things he ac- 
cused Sir Edward Carson of treasonable 
conspiracy, is largely responsible for the in- 
crease of anger in Ulster, and this has been 
strengthened by several local incidents.

Monopoly of the oatmeal business of the 
country since 1890 is charged by the govern- 
ment. The suit, it is understood, is an out- 
growth of the absorption in 1911 by the 
Quaker Oats company of the Great Western 
Cereal company. This absorption, according 
to the government, was illegal and against 
the interests of the minority stockholders of 
the Great Western company. 


Great Western in Bankruptcy. 

As a result, it is alleged, the Quaker Oats 
company became a monopoly in violation of 
the Sherman law. The suit is directed against 
both companies, though the effairs of the 
Great Western company are now virtually 
wound up. The company wes thrown into 
bankruptcy. 

Officials of the Quaker Oats company and 
Joy Morton, who was president of the Great 
Western company and who is alleged to have 
engineered its sale for $1,000,000, are also 
defendants. In addition the defendants are 
Henry P. Crowell, president of the Quaker 
Oats company; Robert Stuart,, James H. 
Douglas, John Stuart, A. Stamford White, 
John C. Welling, J. R. Nutt, James H. An- 
drews, Whiting G. Snow.

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| NEW RULING ON 
INCOME TAX LAW 


Treasury Department Grants 
Concession for Corpora- 
tion Schedule. 


STATEMENT IN DETAIL. 


Allowance on Interest Is the 
Basis of New Order to 
Be Followed. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


The treasury department today issued a rul- 
ing that in income tax schedules, corpora- 
tions will be allowed to deduct interest actu- 
ally accrued and paid within the year on an 
amount not in excess of paid up capital stock 
outstanding at the close of the year, plus 
one-half the interest bearing indebtedness 
then also outstanding. 

“It is held that in the case of a ‘corpora- 
tion having capital stock, this deductible 
interest is interest actually accrued and paid 
within the year, on an amount of indebted- 
ness not exceeding the paid up capital stock 
outstanding at the close of the year increased 
by the addition thereto of one-half the inter- 
est bearing indebtedness outstanding at the 
close of the year,“ the ruling says. 


Qualifying Phrase Explained. 
“The qualifying phrase ‘ outstanding at 
the close of the year’ is. said to apply to 
both paid up capital stock and indebtedness. 
One half the sum of’ qualifies only the in- 
debtedness, which indebtedness, like the paid 


|-up capital stock? is required by the law to 


be reported, in making return of annual net 
income, as outstanding at the close of the 
year. 

“If no indebtedness is outstanding at the 
close of the year, the maximum deduction 
allowable on account of interest paid will be 
the amount of interest actually accrued and 
paid on an amount of indebtedness not ex- 
ceeding at any time within the year the 
entire paid up capital stock outstanding at 
the close of the taxable year; that is, in such 
case, the paid up capital stock outstanding 
at the close of the year measures the highest 
amount of indebtedness upon which the de- 
ductible interest can be computed. 


How to Compute the Interest. 
“For the purpose of an allowable deduc- 
tion, interest on the maximum amount of 
indebtedness, determined in the manner 
above indicated, can be computed upon such
